COMPLAINT ABOUT 
WATER SUPPLY

The upper portion of an annex fo the 
main building at the “Marist Fathers’ 
College, Mount Saint Mary’s, Milltown, Co. 
Dublin, was destroyed by fire early yester- 
day morning. 

Students sleeping in a dormitory on the 
top floor discovered the outbreak at about 
2. a.m., and, finding the roof ablaze, 
hurried in their night attire to the main 
building to raiss the alarm. The Dun 
Loaghaire Fire Brigade was summoned. In 
ths meantime the Fathers and students tried 
to quench the flames, but their efforts were 
of no avail. When the Brigade, under Cap- 
tain Martin, arrived, the roof had _ col- 
lapsed, and the fire had grown to such 
dimensions that it seemed as if the whole 
building soon would be involved. 

Hoses were attached to the hydrant 200 
yards away, but when the water was turned 
on the pressure is stated to have been too 
low to have any effect, or to carry any 
distance. 

Meanwhile, as the fire was spreading, the 
Brigade hurried to the River Dodder with 
the hoses, and, by the use of the fire engine, 
succeeded, after about an hour, in pumping 
up a sufficient, pressare of water from the 
river to make an impression on the flames. 
For three. hours they worked strenuously, 
and by six o’clock they had the fire under 
control. 

The main building was saved, but the 
roof and upper floor of the annex were com- 
pletely destroyed. Lt was stated afterwards 
that aif the Brigade had had to depend on 
the Corporation water supply, it would have 
been impossible to save the building. 

The Rev. Bursar of the College praised 
Captain Martin and the Fire Brigade for 
the promptness wit: which they arrived, 
and for their werk in confining the outbreak 
to the annex in the face of such difficulties. 

Mount St. Mary’s was acquired by the 
Marist Fathers in 1921. 
had resided there before the rebellion of 
1803, when it was known as The Casino.

BLUE SHIRT MEASURE 
MYSTERY |

“T"HE fact that President de Valera’s 
| Government propose to take steps, 
when the Dail meets next Wednesday, to 
send to the Senate the bill abolishing 
University representation, with a view to 
the early operation of that measure, has 
excited interest in certain quarters. The 
question is asked whether similar steps 
will be taken regarding other bills which 
areein a similar position? To the ordinary 
observer there does not appear to be any 
more reason for urgency in respect of the 
University Bill—with the possible excep- 
tion of an early general election—as there 
is regarding the bill reducing the sus- 
pensory powers of the Senate from eighteen 
months to three months or the Wearing 
of Uniforms Bill. | 

Both these bills had been held up by 
the Senate; both had passed through the 
required period of suspension many months 
wine the University Bill. At the time 
they were going through the two Houses 
the Government claimed that they were 
urgently .required, but now, when they 
are easily within their grasp, no effort is 
made to put them in operation, 


THE BLUE SHIRT BILL 


The case of the Blue Shirt Bill is par- 
ticularly interesting when it is recalled 
with what emotion and feeling the 
l’resident demanded that the Senate 
should pass that bill. Realising that the 
Senate would reject the measure, he wound 
up one of the most passionate speeches he 
has ever made in either House by putting 
on the Senate the responsibility for what 
might follow their action. 

““We put on you definitriy,’’ he 
said, ‘‘ the responsibility for depriving 
us, the elected representatives of the 
people, of the powers which we deem 
necessary to preserve public order on 
the one hand and the public safety on 
the other.” 

_ That. was on 21st March, 1934. It was 
generally known to Senators that, if they 
rejected the bill, a ‘Jl would be on the 
Order Paper of the Dail next day for the 
abolition of the Senate. Notwithstanding 
this, the Blue Shirt Bill was rejected by 
30 votes to 18, and on the following day 
(22nd March) the bill to ‘abolish the 
Senate was duly introduced in the Dail. 
On the first reading a debate took place, 
during which the President referred to the 
action of the Senate on the previous 
night as ‘‘ partisan,’’ and added that 
‘“the Second Chamber, as at present con- 
stituted, appears to me to be an absolute 
menace to this country.” Mr. MacDermot, 
who led the Opposition on the occasion, 
charged the Government with bringing in 
the bill as an act of ‘“‘ ill-tempered 
retaliation ” for the rebuff it had received 
on the previous. night, 


SENATOR’S COMMENT 


Now that the bill is ready to be put on 
the Statute Book, the Government have 
ho use for it. The comment of one 
Senator last night was »—‘‘If we had 
allowed ourselves to be intimidated and. 
passed the Blue Shirt Bill, as the 
President demanded, what would be the 
state of the country now? In my opinion, 
by ejecting that bill we saved the 
country from the turmoil that the 
President seemed to apprehend.”’ 

The bill reducing the power of the 
Senate to delay legislation is, it is under- 
stood, much nearer to the Statute Book 
than the other measures. All that it needs 


jis a resolution of the Dail “ deeming ” it 


to have been passed by both Houses. 


AMENDMENTS FOR NEXT 
WEEK 


Several amendments to the Labourers 

Bill have been tabled by Mr. Dan 
Morrissey (U.1.P., Tipperary). This Bill 
will be on the Order Paper of the Dail 
for Committee stage when the House 
meets next Wednesday. Among other 
things he proposes that, in case of put- 
chase of a labourer’s cottage, the amount 
payable as annuity shall not exceed 50 
per cent. of the rent at which the cottage 
was originally let; also, that in case of 
arrears, which would prevent a cottage 
being considered for purchase, such 
arrears should be ineluded in the purchase 
price, and be payable as part of the 
annuity in weekly amounts spread over 
the whole period during which the 
annuity 18 to be paid. 
Mr. P. 8S. Doyle (U.T.P., Dublin) has 
given notice of an amendment to the 
Insurance Bill, requiring that all print 
ing in connection with assurance business 
shall be done in the Free State; also that 
all paper used in such connection should 
be manufactured in the Free State.

TALENTED PIANO PLAYING 


Much interest was aroused by the broad- 
cast from the 2RN Station, last night, of a 
pianoforte programme played by the young 
German pianist, Dr. Karl Lenzen. This very 
talented player nas been heard from 2RN 
before, but the particular interest in his work 
Jast night was that. for the first time oatside 
Germany, he played a work under the title 
‘*Scarlattiana,’’ by Walther Neumam. ‘The 
composition 4s im the form of two sonatas, 
after the style ot Domenico Scarlatti, son of 
the famous composer, Alessandre 

The younger Scarlatti composed manv 
operas and church pieces. but. his great merit 
and importance jay in his compositions. for 
the harpsichord. He called them sonatas, 
though they were different from the form 
which we call sonata te-day, in that they 
really were pieces in one movement, generally 
in two parts, built on original and graceful 
motifs, and eminently adapted to the limited 
powers of the harpsichord. 

The two sonatas played last night were 
very faithfal reproductions of the Scarlatti 
style.. They were perfect genre pictures, 
full of elegance, and mest ingeniously 
developed in a simple, but very 
faithful polyphony. There was a delightfully 
appealing melody, and the contrast between 
the two parts of each of the sonatas was most 
artistic. Dr. Lenzen played them with 
delightful touch and appreciation, the work 
in the treble for right hand especially coming 
through with great clarity. 

Dr. Lenzen played also the Sonata Keltic, 
Opus 59, by the Scottish-Irish American 
composer, Edward MacDowell, This was,the 
fourth and last Sonata MacDowell composed, 
and was inspired by. the story of Cuchalaimn 
and the Red Branch Knights. It, is rather 
heavy and laboured.in.the.opening movement, 
but. later it develops a lighter atmosphere, 
and the composer indulges in fanciful flights 
which gne gets glimpsés now and 


One could find little to complain of in the 
esentation of the Sorata by Dr, Karl 
enzen. He seemed as if he were thoroughly 
conversant with the composer's desires, and 
painted the work well. Again, as im the 
earlier pieces, one was impressed with the 


player’s mastery of technique.

THE BROADSTONE 
DISPUTE 
x— 
STATEMENT BY GREAT 
SOUTHERN RAILWAYS 


With regard to the partial strike at Broad- 
stone the Great Southern Railways haye 
issued the following statement for the informia- 
tion of the pubhe:— 

“The partial withdrawal of labour on 
Monday last in the company’s Broadstone 
Road Transport Works was due to members 
of the National Union of Vehicle Builders 
employed there refusing to work with 
members of their own union, who had been 
offered employment in the Broadstone Works 
at their own trade and at their ‘own request, 
following the termination of their employ- 
ment in the Inchicore Shops. 

“ The attitude the men adopt is that they 
will not work with any new men, either 
members of their own union, or members of 
any other union engaged at work upon which 
their members have been employed, until the 
company withdraws what is its standard 
practice—viz., that when men are being 
employed or re-employed they are required 
to submit to a free medical examination by 
the company’s doctor as.a test of their fitness, 
and likewise before resuming duty after ill- 
ness, 

“As the company could not see its way to 
waive this practice, the members of the 
National Union of Vehicle Builders in the 
Road Transport Shops and Garage at Broad- 
stone withdrew their labour, notwithstanding 
the fact that the additional men (members of 
their own union) to whose employment they 
objected had been in the company’s employ- 
ment up to Friday, 24th instant, and having 
been previously examined, were, therefore, 
immune from further medical examination. 
The report, therefore, in to-day’s Press, that 
the 20 men referred to declined to take up 


‘work as they were to be subjected to a mediea! 


test, and that four of these men subsequently 
underwent. the test and were passed as fit, is 
incorrect. 

“HH will be obvious, in a large transport 
company such as the Great Southern Rail- 
ways, where men in all departments are ex- 
posed to the danger of moving trains, 
omnibuses and lorries, that in their own 
interests, as well as those of the company, it 
is essential that reasonable precautions should 
be taken to ensure that men are not physically 
deficient. 

‘The company does not anticipate any 
interruption of its normal services.”

CAIRO, Wednesday. . 

NEW method was employed by the 

police here to-day when rioting broke 
out again among the Cairo students. They 
used a special tank, which sprinkled tho 
offenders: with a harmless coloured liquid. 
In this way. those who took part in the 
disturbances were easily identifiable after- 
wards. The trouble appeared to have 
begun when the students from the Sheikh’s 
College, which has been témporarily 
closed, attempted to assemble outside the 
college and march inside. The police kept 
them off and threw a cordon round the 
college. They were attacked with stones 
and hoses.. a 

Eventually the police fired with shot- 
guns. Between fifty and sixty students 
were injured and had to receive medical 
treatment before order was restored. Some 
estimates place the number of casualties 
as high as 100. A number of local 
‘‘rowdies’’’ seized the opportunity, as 
usual, to smash lamp-posts and uproot 
trees. i 

Finally, the students promised to return 
home quietly, and the police withdrew. 

Meanwhile the University of El Azhar 
has been closed as a precautionary 
measure until the situation quietens. 

After the rioting an ambulance attendant 
stated that he himself had given first aid 
to 24 students inside the college, most of 
them suffering from pellet wounds. 

It is reported. that the brother of 
Madame Nahas, wife of the Wafd leader, 
received a shot-wound in the face. . 

A despatch-rider of the 11th Hussars, 
while proceeding on a motor cycle towards 
Helmieh, encountered a crowd of students, 
who motioned to him to stop. Instead he 
accelerated. One of the students struck 
at him with a stick, but only succeeded in 
hitting the motor cycle. The despatch- 
rider escaped uninjured.

All manufacturers and a large 
number of other employers will have to 
make a careful study of the Act im- 
mediately it is published to ascertain 
their own requirements in the way of ex- 
einptions. 

Particularly" you should notice the 
reculations with regard to the employ- 
ment of young persons—that is to say, 
workers who are under 18 years of age— 
and the bearing of those regulations on 
the question of apprenticeship.

In 1925 he was promoted to the 
post of Editor-in-Chief of this paper. At 
about the same time he '-came a member 
of the National Council.

POSSIBLE STRIKE OF 
8,000 WORKERS

ST. NAZAIRE, Wednesday. 


A strike involving some 8,000 workers, 
which would paralyse France’s greatest 
shipyards here, and have repercussions at 
Brest and Le Havre, seems inevitable. The 
workers’ syndicate is deliberating to-night, 
and to-morrow there will be a general 
meeting of workers, which is expected to 
decide to come out on strike at the end of 
this week. 

The present wage and bonus agreements 
in the Penhoet shipyards expired yester- 
day, and the employers propose to reduce 
wages in view of an alleged lower cost of 
living. i 

There are fears that the strike would 
assume considerable proportions, and that, 
failing a settlement “ conciliation within 
a week, it might develop into a war of 
attrition lasting for months. Not only 
would the Penhoet employés, working on 
the Normandie at Havre, join in, but also 
a hundred men employed on the crack 
battleship, Dunkerque, at Brest, and a 
large contingent of St. Nazaire men at. La 
Ciotat, near Marseilles. At St. Nazaire 
alone about 25,000 francs a day would have 
to be found for the relief of the 8,000 
workmen involved and their families.
